Judicial Center Also 

Closed Sept . 4th For 
Second Of 3 Furlough 
Days To Help Balance 
Judicial Branch Budget 

The Garrard County 
Courthouse and the Gar¬ 
rard County Judicial 
Center will be closed 
Saturday and Monday to 
observe the Labor Day 
Holiday. 

The Garrard County 
Judicial Center will also 
be closed on Tuesday, 
Sept. 4, as will all court 
services of the Kentucky 
Judicial Branch state¬ 
wide for the second of 
three furlough days in 
2012. This will be the 
first time since Ken¬ 
tucky’s modern court 
system was formed 
in 1976 that the Judi¬ 
cial Branch must close 
courthouse doors to bal¬ 
ance its budget. 

The furloughs will 
affect only non-elected 
court personnel, who 
will be off work without 
pay as part of the Judi¬ 
cial Branch’s Fiscal Year 
2013 Budget Reduction 
Plan. The entire court 
system shut down Aug. 
6 and will be closed 
again on Tuesday, Sept. 
4, and Monday, Oct. 15. 
This includes the Su¬ 
preme Court, Court of 
Appeals, Circuit Court,

After remaining stagnant 
at 17.9 for the last three 
years, Garrard County ju¬ 
niors finally saw a swift jump 
in their total average on the 
ACT exam in 2011-2012, an 
increase that Superintendent 
Donald Aldridge says is the 
beginning of a uphill climb. 


Overall results from the 
2012 administration of the 
ACT to Garrard County’s ju¬ 
niors show improvements in 
all subject areas. The overall 
composite scores for the year 
increased slightly from 17.9 
last year to 18.2 this year. 

“Though the increase in 
ACT scores is small at this 
point, they already show that 


an intensified emphasis on 
college/career readiness is 
working,” Aldridge said. 

Kentucky’s Unbridled 
Learning accountability 
model includes a college/ 
career readiness component, 
through which schools and 
districts will be held account¬ 
able for the percentage of 
students who are considered 


ready for college and/or ca¬ 
reers. The college-ready indi¬ 
cator includes students who 
met the Kentucky Council 
on Postsecondary Education 
Systemwide Benchmarks for 
reading (20), English (18) 
and mathematics (19) on any 
administration of the ACT.

Allison Abrasives, which 
came to Lancaster in 1986 
and built its existing plant 
in 1987, is Garrard County’s 
largest industrial employer. 
On Saturday they celebrated 
25 years of calling Garrard 
County home. 

In late 1986, the Allison- 
Campbell Division was pur¬ 
chased by Allison Abrasives, 
Inc., a closely held indepen¬ 
dent company which was 
headed by Donald A. Farmer. 
The entire manufacturing 
operation was moved in late 
1987 to a modern 175,000 
square foot manufacturing 
facility located in Lancaster. 

“We are here to celebrate 
the 25th anniversary of Al¬ 
lison Abrasives coming to 
Lancaster,” CEO Jim Mint- 
eer told the crowd on Satur¬ 
day. “We provide the highest 
quality cutting wheels at the 
lowest possible prices and 
we have been able to do so 
from this plant for the last 25 



years.” 

Allison cutting wheels are 
used to cut rail for the rail¬ 
road industry, glass tubing, 
high-temperature and high 
strength alloys of all types, 
jet engine blades, automo¬ 
tive components, golf shafts, 
concrete and numerous other 
materials. 

The company has engi¬ 
neered cutoff wheels for tita¬ 
nium, nickel, waspaloy, has- 
telloy, moon rock and other 
exotic materials. 

Applications include cut¬ 
off wheels for primary met¬ 


als, foundries, investment 
casters, railroads, tubing and 
pipe, bars and virtually any 
other metal application. 

In 2010 Allison Abrasives 
announced an expansion that 


led the company into produc¬ 
ing 63-inch and 72-inch cut¬ 
ting wheels. The company 
plans to eventually increase 
the capability for production 
of 87-inch wheels. 


The cost was more than 
$2.6 million and added 10 
jobs that pay an average 
hourly wage of $12.50 with

US 27 
Expansion 
In Northern 
Garrard 
Complete

The $38.6 million project 
involving the relocation and 
widening of US 27 in Gar¬ 
rard County from south of 
Camp Nelson to 1,500 feet 
south of KY 
34 has offi¬ 
cially reached 
completion 
according to

Department of Transporta¬ 
tion. 

The Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet, Department of 
Highways, announced last 
Friday all lanes were now 
open on US 27 in Garrard 
County. 

A ribbon-cutting event is 
planned for sometime in Oc¬ 
tober to commemorate the 
new stretch of roadway. 

More than four years after 
state and local officials broke 
ground on the project in Sep¬ 
tember 2007, work finished 
up on August 24 on the wid¬ 
ening of a five-mile section 
of highway.

Gambling 
Charges 
Added To 
Chapra’s 
List Of 
Illegal 
Activities

A local storeowner recent¬ 
ly indicted with first-degree 
wanton endangerment, the 
result of an accident alleg¬ 
edly caused when the ac¬ 
cused was drag racing on 
Aug. 11, turned himself into 
authorities last week in order 
to stay out of jail. What Us¬ 
man (John) M. Chapra, 28, 
Lexington, discovered were 
additional warrants for his 
arrest, all related to alleged 
gambling activities in his 
Lancaster stores. 

Chapra has been charged 
with two counts of second- 
degree promoting gambling, 
two counts of permitting 
gambling and two counts of 
possession of a gambling 
device. Authorities with Al¬ 
coholic Beverage Control, 
while investigating Chapra’s 
stores, Shell Foodmart on 
Lexington Street and 52 Ex¬ 
press on Richmond Street, 
became concerned when they 
found hard liquor in Chapra’s 
office that he claimed was 
for personal use. Although 
Chapra can legally sell beer 
in his stores, finding the hard 
liquor made ABC officers 
question the gaming equip¬ 
ment, which is legal unless 
the participants receive pay¬ 
outs, Garrard County Sheriff 
Ron Wardrip explained. 

Upon the advice of his 
lawyer, Chapra turned him¬ 
self in last Wednesday after¬ 
noon and posted $4,500 in 
cash bond payments in order 
to stay out of jail.

By the time most of you 
readers get to the column this 
week, August will be over and 
we will all be able to com¬ 
mence enjoying the very best 
thing about August in the first 
place.

Summer is over. School is 
back in session, and political 
debate is heating up. Candi¬ 
dates spar as they jostle for 
position, trying to get ahead 
of their opponents.

One sign of the end of 
summer is school buses that 
fill the roads as they travel 
to all corners of the county, 
picking up and dropping off 
students. Seeing a bus full of 
children takes me back to my 
school days. 

In the first through the 
fourth grades, I rode the bus 
to Stone Mountain Elemen¬ 
tary School, located in the 
shadow of the big granite 
rock east of Atlanta. That was 
a long time ago, but vivid 
memories live on from those 
early days of riding the bus. 

Each morning Mr. Bow¬ 
man, our driver, welcomed 
us with a smile, a nod, and 
a greeting as we climbed 
aboard. He was also kind and 
patient when Ellen came run¬ 
ning out of her house at the 
last minute with books in one 
arm, brush and hair band in 
the other hand, and a piece 
of toast gripped between 
her teeth. If the bus hadn’t 
stopped in front of her house, 
she could have missed a lot 
of school. 

Along with my siblings 
and kids from 4 or 5 other 
families, I caught the bus 
in front of the Moss’s. Their 
house was new and the yard 
was thick red clay, littered 
with small rocks. It took 
several years of hard work 
to make a nice lawn, so the 
grass was sparse. Daily gath¬ 
erings of the neighborhood 
kids waiting for the bus prob¬ 
ably didn’t help much.

National College is all in the 
family for DeWayne Stipe, a 
Danville, Kentucky Campus 
graduate who recently earned 
his associate’s degree in Busi¬ 
ness Administration—Man¬ 
agement. 

Stipe, who began work in 
January as a Court Security 
Officer (CSO) for the Garrard 
County Sheriff Department, 
said he came to National at the 
recommendation of his sister- 
in-law, Patricia King.

Stipe was nervous about re¬ 
turning to school but he said 
that instructors at National 
eased his fears. “I have test 
anxiety and phobia but I didn’t 
have any problems,” he said 
of the classes in which he re¬ 
ceived lots of one-on-one at¬ 
tention. 

Stipe felt so strongly about 
the training that he was receiv¬ 
ing at National that when his 
wife, Brenda Stipe, lost her 
job, he encouraged her to visit 
the school. 

“I brought her over here and 
introduced her to everybody. 
I said ‘This is something you 
need to do,”’ he recalled, add¬ 
ing that she’s now enrolled in 
the medical billing and coding 
program at the campus. 

In his job as a CSO, Stipe 
performs security checks and 
bailiff duties, serves papers 
and writes reports. His favor¬ 
ite part of his job is working 
with the public and easing their 
anxieties during their visit to 
the courthouse. 

Stipe is proud of his new job 
but his proudest moment dur- 


My most dramatic mem¬ 
ory from riding the bus in¬ 
volved Mrs. Saterwhite, who 
lived across the street from 
us and two doors down from 
the Mosses. One afternoon, 
she forgot a pan on the stove. 
When she got out of the 
shower, the house was filled 
with smoke. In a panic, she 
grabbed a towel, but instead 
of taking time to wrap herself 
in it, she ran outside with it 
draped in front, carefully hid¬ 
ing her shapely form. 

However, when she saw the 
bus filled with children com¬ 
ing up the street, she turned 
and fled back inside. She 
must have figured the smoky 
house was better than a bus 
load of kids staring at her. 
We watched as she scurried 
through the door—with her 
backside exposed to a bus 
load of wide-opened eyes. 

Sometimes, the unexpect¬ 
ed happens while riding a 
bus. 

As we waited for the bus 
in the mornings, we played 
games. When the weather 
was nice, we played chase, 
hop scotch, Simon Says, or 
made up our own games. 

On cold crisp mornings, 
needle ice formed at the 
edge of the yard where grass 
hadn’t taken hold. We got our 
morning exercise and tried 
to stay warm while stomp¬ 
ing the tall, crunchy, columns 
of ice. The crunch with each 
step was as entertaining and 
satisfying as popping bub¬ 
bles on packing material to¬ 
day. 

However, playing games 
created a problem. If we were 
first in line, we got to choose 
where we sat on the bus. But, 
if we chose to play, we’d lose 
our place and would likely be

“I didn’t get to graduate 
from high school,” he expla 
ined. “It broke my Mom’s 
heart not to see me walk across

Consequently, we concoct¬ 
ed a solution that my father 
still talked about when he was 
in his nineties.

Every day, we’d each pick a 
random place-holder from 
the Mosses yard, and it would 
stand in line for us. 

By the time the bus came, 
there would be eight to twelve 
rocks lined up perpendicular 
to the road. Everyone re¬ 
membered which was theirs 
and everybody honored the 
rock system. When the bus 
appeared, we ran and lined 
up according to the place¬ 
ment of rocks. We boarded 
the bus without any jostling 
for position. 

As young children, we 
came up with the solution on 
our own—and yet it was sim¬ 
ple, cheap, convenient, and it 
worked like a charm. 

Now that it’s fall and the 
buses are running and poli¬ 
ticians competing, I’ve been 
wondering. With all the dis¬ 
cord and difficulty in finding 
solutions in the government, 
what do you reckon would 
happen if we let a neighbor¬ 
hood of kids take charge for a 
few days? Or, maybe just for 
the mornings—while they’re 
waiting for the bus. 

Maybe we could stop the 
ugly jostling for position if 
our country had a system that 
is simple, cheap, convenient, 
and works like a charm.

We 
have had a lot of new people 
riding the trails and some of 
these folks don’t know their 
way around very well. Those 
of us who do need to be trail 
guides! The more horse peo¬ 
ple we have using the park the 
better. We do have some trees 
down on the trails. Looks like 


we need to schedule another 
workday soon! 

I have recently learned a few 
things about rabies and horses. 
Horses can show symptoms 
two to three weeks after be¬ 
ing bitten by an infected ani¬ 
mal. An infected horse might 
act depressed and run a fever 
and/or lose their appetite and 
have convulsions. There will 
be pain at the bite site and pos¬ 
sible lameness. A horse will 
get less responsive, disorient¬ 
ed, drink less water, and begin 
to drool. It is easy to confuse 
rabies in a horse with other 
illnesses, because the early 
symptoms can mimic a respi¬ 
ratory illness. Rabies is not 
common in horses, but it can 
happen. 

There are two forms of 
rabies-the furious, aggressive 
form and the dumb, depressed 


form. A horse with rabies can 
go from acting depressed to 
being aggressive at any time. 
Rabies can’t be cured but you 
can take measures to decrease 
your horse’s risk of contracting 
rabies. 

First off-vaccinate your 
horse and other farm animals 
against rabies. Also, clean up 
spilled grain and other trash 
that would attract potential ra¬ 
bies carrying animals to your 
property. Watch out for wild 
animals that are acting out of 
character. Skunks, foxes, bats, 
raccoons, and coyotes are fre¬ 
quent carriers. Also, keep 
your stall doors closed so that 
any wild animals wandering 
into the barn can’t get into 
your stalls.

SSI Creates 39 New Jobs & Opens 
New Headquarters In Lancaster

The second additional 
teaching position at Camp 
Dick Robinson Elementary 
in the last month has been 
approved following a spe¬ 
cial meeting of the Garrard 
County School Board on 
Monday night. 

Several parents of students 
at CDR were present at a 
meeting earlier this month to 
express their concerns with 
overcrowding in classrooms 
and the possibility of split 
classes at the school. The 
board approved an additional 
teaching position, as well as 
an additional teaching aid, 
on that night. They also ap¬ 
proved an additional teacher 
for Lancaster Elementary. 
However, shortly after the 
additional positions were 
approved, it became clear 
that more was still needed to 
solve the issue. 

“The reason we need to 
create this position is to 
avoid sending some students 
from CDR in the third grade 
to Lancaster Elementary,” 
Superintedent Donald Al¬ 
dridge said. “Even with cre¬ 
ating this position, students 
will have to be moved but 
it will be within the same 
school. I think that is better 
than making a child change 
schools three weeks into the 
school year.” 

Aldridge added that CDR 
had taken in an additional 
seven students since the first 
teaching position was added 
earlier this month.

Of 165 students taking the 
exam, 47.3 percent met the 
state benchmarks in English, 
30.3 percent in math and 
35.8 percent in reading.

the expansion. 

As part of the expansion 
and the company’s plan to 
increase the size of its cut¬ 
ting wheels, they brought in 
a 550,000-pound metal press 
from California to the Lan¬ 
caster plant. 

The Watson-Stillman press 
was manufactured in 1939 
and will require some reha¬ 
bilitation to the hydraulics, 
electronics and cutoff tool¬ 
ing. The press is capable of a 
taking a load coming in at 97 
by 61-inches. 

The open house on Satur¬ 
day gave the public an oppor¬ 
tunity to see the large press 
in action. 

“Lancaster was founded in 
1797 and 100 years later Al¬ 
lison Abrasives became the 
largest industry we have,” 
Economic Development 
Director Nathan Mick said 
during the event. “They have 
made a lot possible for this 
community over the past 25 
years and have always given 
back.” 

Allison Abrasives, Inc. has 
maintained its position as the 
leader in abrasive cutting, 
pioneering many of the ad¬ 
vancements in this field. The 


company manufactures the 
most complete line of abra¬ 
sive-cutting wheels in the 
world. A full range of wheel 
diameters, from 1” through 
54”, is manufactured in rub¬ 
ber, rubber-resin, and resin 
bond types. The Company 
also manufactures a com¬ 
plete line of hot pressed, res¬ 
in-bonded cut-off wheels for 
cutting gates and risers in the 
foundry industry, as well as 
a line of rubber-bonded regu¬ 
lating (feed) wheels used in 
centerless grinding. 

“Allison Abrasives is so 
important to this communi¬ 
ty,” Lancaster Mayor Brenda 
Powers said. “It has meant so 
much to Garrard County and 
to the citizens of Lancaster.” 

History Of 
Allison Abrasive 

Harvey Allison, while 
working as a physicist in 
Thomas A. Edison’s research 
laboratory in New Jersey, 
recognized the need for a 
rapid method of cutting very 
hard materials, such as tung¬ 
sten and glass. He finally 
decided the need was great 
enough to warrant starting 
a business to manufacture 


abrasive cutting wheels. 

In the fall of 1919, he rent¬ 
ed a corner of a small factory 
located on Park Avenue in 
New York City, formed his 
own company, and began 
the process of developing 
a rubber bonded, very thin, 
cutting wheel. His success 
led to steady growth of the 
business until 1930, at which 
time a combination of poor 
business conditions, his own 
declining health, and the de¬ 
velopment of resin-bonded 
abrasive wheels threatened 
to close the business. 

He decided to collaborate 
with a manufacturer of dry 
cutting machines, Campbell 
Machine Co. of Bridgeport, 
Connecticut., to develop ma¬ 
chines that would make his 
rubber wheels more com¬ 
petitive in performance with 
the Bakelite (resin) bonded 
wheels. The two companies 
worked closely together and 
eventually combined to form 
the Allison-Campbell Divi¬ 
sion, which pioneered the de¬ 
velopment of machines and 
wheels used throughout the 
world for cutting all types of 
materials by the wet process. 
Later, machines and wheels 
were developed for use in 


cutting materials dry. 

As a result of the joint 
effort, and the subsequent 
growth of the business, 
Harvey moved his plant in 
1936 from New York City 
to Bridgeport, Connecticut, 
into larger facilities, and to 
be nearer to the Campbell 
Machine Division. 

Harvey Allison died in 
1939, was succeeded first 
by his brother Franklin, and 
then later by his nephew, 
Hugh Allison, who managed 
the rapid growth of the com¬ 
pany until his retirement in 
1968. 

In 1967, the Company 
moved into a new 100,000 
sq. ft. facility in Shelton, 
Connecticut. The Campbell 
Machine Division product 
line was sold to W. J. Savage 
Co. of Knoxville, Tennessee 
in 1977. 

In late 1986, the Allison- 
Campbell Division was pur¬ 
chased by Allison Abrasives, 
Inc., a closely-held indepen¬ 
dent company which was 
headed by Donald A. Farmer. 
The entire manufacturing op¬ 
erations were moved in late 
1987 to a modern 175,000 
square foot manufacturing 
facility located in Lancaster.

A Friday afternoon ac¬ 
cident in northern Garrard 
County left the driver of a 
semi-truck injured and his 
rig totaled.

began to take shape, the 
daily traffic count reached 
about 18,500 vehicles per 
day, yet is expected to grow 
to 37,000 within 20 years. 

This project is the ninth 
of ten similar projects in 
Kentucky, in which differ¬ 
ent phases, such as design 
and construction, continue 
simultaneously. Success 
with each has varied. 

Another project to widen 
US 27 from Ky. 34 to the 
US 150 Bypass in Stanford 
is planned for the future, 


though no time tables on 
that project have yet been 
released. 

US 27 enters Kentucky 
near Whitley City. The first 
major town it goes through 
is Somerset, followed by 
Nicholasville, and Lex¬ 
ington, where it begins a 
concurrency with US 68 
that continues to Paris. US 
27 continues north from 
there through Cynthiana, 
Falmouth, Alexandria, 
Highland Heights, Fort 
Thomas, and Newport be¬ 
fore crossing into Ohio 


at Cincinnati via Taylor- 
Southgate Bridge. From 
its junction with Interstate 
471 in Highland Heights 
through Campbell County, 
it is a four-lane highway 
with a center turn lane for 
both directions of traffic. 
Near the “welcome to Alex¬ 
andria” sign at KY 536, US 
27 becomes a divided four- 
lane highway with a grass 
median. It is currently be¬ 
ing constructed as such for 
the rest of its length from 
KY 536 through southern 
Campbell county. 


US 27 is a north-south 
United States highway from 
the southern to midwestern 
United States, appearing 
in 1926 and replacing the 
western route of the Dixie 
Highway. The southern ter¬ 
minus is at US 1 in Miami, 
Florida. The northern termi¬ 
nus is at Interstate 69 (1-69) 
in Fort Wayne, Indiana.

Garrard County has re¬ 
cently added a more mobile 
unit to its crew for special 
events in which an ambu¬ 
lance may be hard to ma¬ 
neuver through blocked off 
streets and crowds and it all 
comes from donations. 

Garrard EMS got their first 
chance to deploy their Bike 
Medical Unit this past week¬ 
end at the Garrard Rural Her¬ 
itage Tobacco Festival. 

“Through my past years 
working here I always no¬ 
ticed that we have a lot of 
people out here on the square 
during events like this,” Mi¬ 
chael Mullins, who spear¬ 
headed the project, said. 
“That makes people in need 
hard to get to. The ambu¬ 
lance is hard to maneuver 
through these crowds. This 
program allows us to get in 
there quicker and deliver im¬ 
mediate assistance until an 
ambulance can arrive. If it’s a 
small emergency then we can 


take care of it by ourselves.”

District Court, Offices of 
Circuit Court Clerk, the Ad¬ 
ministrative Office of the 
Courts and all court services, 
including Pretrial Services, 
Drug Court, the Court Des¬ 
ignated Worker Program, 
Court Interpreting Services, 
the State Law Library and 
driver license branches. 

The Supreme Court of 
Kentucky has approved two 
orders that provide guidance 
on how the statewide court 
closures are to be imple¬ 
mented. While the two orders 
provide more detail, below is 
a summary of what the public 
and the law enforcement and 
legal communities should 
expect on furlough days: 

• Trials and other court 
proceedings will not be 
scheduled on furlough days 
as there will be no staff avail¬ 
able. Items already on the 
docket for those days will be 
rescheduled. 

• Driver licenses will not 
be issued. 


• The Supreme Court will 
suspend its rule requiring 
pretrial officers to interview 
a defendant within 12 hours 
after incarceration. No Pre¬ 
trial Services staff will be 
working on furlough days. 

• Deputy clerks will not be 
available to process bonds 
and no release orders will be 
issued. 

Existing after-hours 
protocol will be followed 
for processing domestic 
violence orders (DVOs) and 
emergency protective orders 
(EPOs). 

• Local court designated 
workers will not be available. 
The Court Designated Work¬ 
er Program will have a su¬ 
pervisor available to ensure 
that law enforcement adheres 
to its statutory requirements 
in cases involving the arrest 
and custody of juveniles. 

• Technology Services staff 
will not be available to re¬ 
cover the CourtNet database 
in the event the system ex¬ 
periences an interruption in 


service. 

• County offices that share 
space with the state court 
system in courthouses and 
judicial centers will not be 
affected. 

Furloughs are one of sev¬ 
eral measures included in the 
Judicial Branch’s FY 2013 
Budget Reduction Plan. The 
2012 Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly reduced the total 
funds available to the Judi¬ 
cial Branch by $25.2 million 
for FY 2013. This included a 
permanent reduction to the 
annual base operating budget 
of $16.2 million and a one¬ 
time transfer of $9 million in 
payroll to the state’s general 
fund on June 30, 2012. Since 
the economic crisis began 
in 2008, the Judicial Branch 
has sustained repeated reduc¬ 
tions to its budget and has 
cut 282 employees statewide, 
eliminated court programs 
and trimmed operating costs 
at all four levels of the court 
system to stay within its bud¬ 
get. 


The Supreme Court and 
leadership from the Admin¬ 
istrative Office of the Courts 
will meet in January 2013 to 
determine if additional fur¬ 
loughs and reductions are 
necessary for the remainder 
of FY 2013, which runs July 
1, 2012, to June 30, 2013. 
They will also begin drafting 
a budget reduction plan for 
FY 2014, which presents an 
even greater shortfall than in 
FY 2013. 

Kentucky Judicial 
Branch 

The chief justice of Ken¬ 
tucky is the administrative 
head of the state court sys¬ 
tem and is responsible for 
its operation. The Adminis¬ 
trative Office of the Courts 
is the operations arm of the 
court system. The AOC ex¬ 
ecutes the Judicial Branch 
budget and supports the ac¬ 
tivities of nearly 3,300 court 
system employees and 403 
elected justices, judges and 
circuit court clerks.

For the second year in a 
row Garrard County came 
out on the short end of a 
tough, hard played game in 
the Bob Allen Pigskin Clas¬ 
sic at Danville.

Anderson County started 
with a bang going 59 yards 
in just three players on the 
game’s first possession, scor¬ 
ing on a six yard Granville 
Hayes run for a quick 7-0 
lead.

GARRARD FOOTBALL - The Golden Lion uniforms looked great Saturday 
night. Loved the gold pants. Garrard now has several combinations they can wear and all 
look good. Uniforms are just one of many things that have changed since I played back in 
the 60s. Back then we had a pair of solid white pants and a solid white helmet. We did have 
two jerseys one cardinal with white numbers and the other white with cardinal numbers. 
They were pretty basic. I do remember my senior year the Optimist Club bought us a set 
of gold jerseys with cardinal numbers but we still had to wear the plain white pants. Funny 
things none of the numbers matched the size of the uniforms so most had to wear another 
number. We had lineman numbers in the backfield and vice versa. Normally # 58 I wore # 
46 and played tackle. We only wore them one game at Madison Central when we played on 
EKU’s field. Another big change is the size of the kids today. When I played there might 
be a couple of 200 pounders on a team. Garrard alone had 13 and also three 300 pounders. 
There was also no such thing as a trainer, a weight room or game film. Another change is 
the coaching staff. We had a head coach and an assistant coach. Now there are as many as 
ten coaches on some teams. I guess this is better but sometimes I wonder. Every move on the 
field is orchestrated from the sideline. When I was in school the quarterback called almost 
all the plays. Occasionally the coach might send in a play with a sub. On defense we stayed 
in the same basic defense all night long. The quality of play has no doubt improved over the 
years but there were some pretty good football teams back in the day also.

UK FOOTBALL I’ m not even going to predict the Wildcats season but I will say

In March, we experienced 
a severe hailstorm, one of the 
worst in recent years. That 
storm caused a great deal of 
damage in our community 
and all across Kentucky.

Those of 
us who are a part of western 
civilization have a heritage, 
almost two thousand years 
old, that reminds us “to re¬ 
spect those who work hard 
among” us and “hold them in 
the highest regard...because 
of their work.”
